Directions for Use 

"61" Floor Varnish should be applied 
in a dry, well-ventilated room. To assure 
perfect work, make certain that the surface 
is dry and free from dirt, grease, wax or 
polish. Stir thoroughly before applying. 
Use a clean varnish brush of convenient 
size, and apply a thin, uniform coat. 

One coat may prove sufficient, but usu- 
ally two coats will give a more satisfactory 
result. For extra high gloss, apply a coat 
of the Clear Gloss, making three coats in 
all. For a dull finish, apply a coat of ' '61' ' 
Dull Finish over any of the Colors or the 
Clear. Allow 24 to 36 hours between 
coats for drying (depending on atmospheric 
conditions) and sandpaper each coat, with 
or 00 sandpaper, and carefully dust off, 
excepting the final coat. 

Over badly disfigured surfaces, or when 
applying a lighter over a darker color, use 
one or two coats of "61" Ground Color. 
Then sandpaper, dust off, and apply two 
coats of the desired color. 

On new, open grain woods, apply first a 
coat of paste filler of the desired color. 

For enamel work, use Vitralite, the Long- 
Life Enamel, and c when you refinish the auto- 
mobile, use Effecto Auto Finishes.

Architects, painters and other experts 
have long known "61" Floor Varnish as 
the "balanced varnish" because it pro- 
vides the maximum combined wear resis- 
tance and water resistance. It can be 
struck with a hammer without cracking 
the varnish film, even though you hit hard 
enough to dent the wood, or it can be put 
under boiling water without turning white. 

The constant pounding of feet, the 
romping of children, the moving of fur- 
niture, keep a floor varnish under a 
gruelling test, yet "61" Floor Varnish is 
slow to show the least sign of such hard 
usage.

Wherever the popular dull or semi- 
gloss finish is desired, it can be readily 
obtained without laborious hand rubbing, 
by using a final coat of "61" Floor Var- 
nish, Dull Finish. It is a 
clear, transparent var- 
nish thatdries with aper- 
fect dull or semi-gloss 
surface, and the Dull 
Finish has the same 
durability and water- 
proofness as the Clear 
Gloss or the Colors.
